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More calls to reinstate pineapples 


ANGRY campaigners 
have forced a debate by

mouth and Portland 
should be put back on 
Ridgeway. 
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The sculptures, a familiar 
sight on the old A3 5 4 
route, were removed while 
Weymouth’s new relief 
road was built. 

But campaigners claim 
Dorset County Council has 
now broken a promise it 
made to put the pineapples 
back on Ridgeway and in¬ 
stead has left them lan¬ 
guishing in obscurity 
among weeds at the en¬ 
trance to the Mount Pleas¬ 
ant park and ride site. 

Among those backing a 
campaign to return the

pineapples to Ridgeway 
are Mervyn Stewkesbury, 
a Weymouth Rotarian in¬ 
strumental in donating the 
sculptures, and Alan 
Wolsey who designed, 
made and installed them. 

Mr Wolsey said he has 
documents confirming that 
the county council agreed 
to “relocate” the pineap¬ 
ples 120 feet from their 
old position on Ridgeway. 

He added: “I believe the 


county council should 
stand by what it said and 
not leave the pineapples in 
such an out of the way 
place.” 

Mr Stewkesbury agreed 
and said: “Where they are 
now is a disgrace. I am 
personally upset but I am 
upset for the town as well. 

“They are beautiful, they 
were designed to welcome 
people to Weymouth and 
Portland and if we’d

known they’d wind up at 
the entrance to a car park 
we would never have spent 
£27,000 on them but used 
the money on something 
else for the borough.” 

There is still hope for the 
campaigners because 
county environment direc¬ 
tor Miles Butler has re¬ 
vealed that officers are 
putting a paper together on 
the issue for Cabinet mem¬ 
bers to debate in the 
spring. 

He claimed that relocat¬ 
ing the pineapples and 
their substantial plinths 
along the relief road pre¬ 
sented “a number of diffi¬ 
culties” from restrictions 
on the amount of road 
signing to road safety 
guidelines requiring pro¬ 
tective crash barriers 
around structures at this lo¬ 
cation.

■ WHAT does Local Food Links do? 

We are a not for profit organisation and we make pre¬ 
dominantly school meals. We work with 23 primary 
schools and are hoping to expand this September. 

We also work with older people. We do “Meals on 
Wheels” and we also cater for some lunch clubs, day 
centres, and also the Social Education Centre in Brid- 
port. 

■ HOW many meals do you produce a day? 

Around 1,200! These are prepared and distributed from 
our two hub kitchens, one of which is in Bridport the 
other is in Blandford. 

School meals disappeared for Dorset about 25-years-ago 
and most school kitchens were ripped out. When they 
decided to bring hot meals back, the easiest way was to 
cook them in hub kitchens and deliver them hot, so all 
the schools needed was a serving table and washing up 
facilities. Some schools did have a kitchen put back and 
they receive what we call a “Cook-Chill meal” which 
can be re-heated on site. 

■ WHAT would you say to parents who are thinking 
of ordering hot dinners for their child? 

Come to one of our “taster” sessions and try one for 
yourself. If a child has a packed lunch every day, they 
are probably going to be eating a lot of bread, processed 
meats and salty or sugary snacks. If they have a hot meal, 
even occasionally, then they are having a much more 
varied diet. For example, our tomato base sauce which 
goes into all our pizzas, pasta dishes and casseroles has 
so many vegetables hidden in it, it’s completely whizzed 
so the children wouldn’t even know, but it’s got squash, 
peppers, courgettes and garlic, all the good stuff. It’s a 
Jamie Oliver recipe. Parents can be flexible about how 
many hot meals their child has, but whether it’s one or 



five meals a week, there’s a nice variety and there’s 
bound to be something they like. There’s always a vege¬ 
tarian option too. 

■ SO, what might be on the menu that everyone 
will enjoy? 
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Roast dinners are a good example of a popular traditional 
meal. Then for something a bit more exotic you might 
like sweet and sour pork with couscous, or chicken curry 
with rice and onion bhaji - actually it was the onion bhaji 
that made this one so popular, kids really love the novelty 
extras. 

■ DO you do chips? 

We don’t do chips, but we do potato wedges, they are 
baked not fried. 

■ HAS Jamie Oliver been a big help to your cam¬ 
paign? 

Definitely, his recipes are so easy to follow, and he has 
such good ideas - he got a lot of slating for his work on 
school meals, but I think he’s done a tremendous job. 
Jamie Oliver came along at about the same time we were 
starting up Local Food Links so he really helped boost 
our cause. 

■ ARE the "Meals on Wheels" menus the same as in 
schools? 

No, when we started we soon discovered that whilst chil¬ 
dren love pasta, the older generation generally don’t. 
They would prefer more potatoes and hot puddings and 
traditional meals, more like what they grew up with. It 
took us a while to get the balance right. 

■ WHAT are your personal memories of school 
meals? 

I had a lot of school meals. In my day they still had spam 
fritters, which were the absolute worst thing for me. There 
were lots of things we loved though; the crumbles and 
steamed puddings. When the meals were good it was a 
real lift, you always felt happy. Food really influences so 
much of our lives, our moods our health. 

■ WHICH three famous people would you like to in¬ 
vite for a Local Food Links lunch? 

Jamie Oliver, of course. Then I’d invite Audrey Hepburn 
because I think she was very beautiful and she did lots of 
good work for charity. I’d also invite Roald Dahl. He 
wrote some great stories about food for children, “Charlie 
and the Chocolate Factory” for instance.

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Gardener targeting elderly 
is jailed for unfair trading 


A GARDENER who misled a Weymouth pensioner 
and who had false claims on his leaflets has been 
jailed following a prosecution by county Trading 
Standards officers. 

David Benham, 45, of Kimmeridge Avenue, Poole, 
was given a 24-week prison sentence at Dorchester 
Crown Court having previously pleaded guilty to 
three offences against the Consumer Protection from 
Unfair Trading Regulations 2008. 

The court heard that the offences were for failing to 
give a consumer a seven day cooling off period for 
gardening work he carried out at her Weymouth home, 
for claiming on his leaflets that he had 40 years expe¬ 
rience when he was aged 44 at the time and for claim¬ 
ing that he was registered as a waste carrier to dispose 
of trade waste. 

Benham, who traded as Blue Cedar Tree and Garden 
Services, called at the house of an 85-year-old woman, 
gave a false name and offered to prune some trees in 
her garden. 

He agreed to do the work for £300, but failed to pro¬ 
vide any indication of a seven day cooling off period 
required by law and later pressured the lady into pay¬ 
ing £500 for the work. 

When Benham returned to the house next door the 
police were called and after his arrest he was inter¬ 
viewed by a trading standards officer before the case 
was brought. 


Sentencing Benham, His Honour Judge Jarvis said: 
“Once again you are before the court having targeted 
elderly and vulnerable people. 

“You have had three warnings from Trading Stan¬ 
dards about your conduct and it is an extremely 
shabby thing to do picking out elderly people who 
can’t stand up to a man like you.” 

He added that in his judgement the matter must at¬ 
tract an immediate custodial sentence. 

County Trading Standards service manager Ivan 
Hancock said: “We take offences where elderly or vul¬ 
nerable people have been the victims of unfair trading 
extremely seriously. 

“They are a priority for our trading standards team 
and this custodial sentence illustrates that the courts 
will also take a tough line. 

“We recommend that residents do not deal with 
traders cold calling and offering to do work on their 
homes. Recommendations from friends and neigh¬ 
bours are helpful. Getting alternative written quotes 
is important and do consider looking for a trader who 
is a member of the Buy with Confidence trader ap¬ 
proval scheme. 

“Any responsible trader carrying out work at con¬ 
sumers’ homes and wanting to get things right should 
contact us as we are keen to provide advice on the law 
to those that need it. Just call our business advice line

claimed that doing this 
would “detract from the in¬ 
tended effect of the pineap¬ 
ples”, that a large new 
“welcome” sign was al¬ 
ready in place and that the 
pineapples “would be dis¬ 
played to better effect on 
the approach to the Mount 
Pleasant park and ride 
site”. 

But campaigners strongly 
disagree and Weymouth 
Civic Society president Pm 
Bollam said: “Dorset 
County Council has broken 
its promise to put the 
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pineapples back on Ridge¬ 
way. 

“We now hope that the 
Cabinet debate recognises 
this and agrees to restore 
the pineapples to their 
rightful position on Ridge¬ 
way because their present 
position is like an after¬ 
thought. 

“At the outset of planning 
the new road, agreement 
was reached between this 
council’s Environment Di¬ 
rector Richard Burgess, the 
then relief road county 
project manager Rod 
Turner and Weymouth Ro¬ 
tary Club, who had do¬ 
nated the pineapples, that 
the monuments would be 
relocated to an equivalent 
position on the new road. 
This has not been done. 
“We have suggested a po¬ 
sition that takes into ac¬ 
count the criteria for road 
safety behind already ex¬ 
isting crash barriers. It is 
not strictly within the bor¬ 
ough but nor is the present 
Welcome to Weymouth 
sign. 

“Now we are asking the 
borough council to press 
the county council to relo¬ 
cate the pineapples accord¬ 
ing to the original 
commitment of their offi¬ 
cers - close to the entrance 
to the borough. We urge all 
those responsible - please 
think again.”

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Traffic diverted as Town 
Bridge is strengthened 


WEYMOUTH Town Bridge is closed 
now to traffic for major repair and main¬ 
tenance work until towards the end of 
May. 

Pedestrians will still be able to cross the 
bridge throughout the works which are ex¬ 
pected to finish by May 20th while the 
bridge will be re-opened to traffic during 
the Easter holiday period of April 7 th -15 th . 

Dorset County Council commissioned 
the refurbishment after inspections high¬ 
lighted serious wear and tear to the Grade 
II listed structure. 

The work will include replacing the steel 
deck with a thicker, more durable one, re¬ 
placing the corroded supporting beams, 
resurfacing the deck, repainting the bridge 
and parapets and repairing the handrails 
and repairing and repainting the lanterns. 

Vehicles will be diverted via Commer¬ 
cial Road and Swannery Bridge while in¬ 
formation about local bus route alterations 
is available from First Buses’ customer 
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service centre on 0870 0106022. 

A revised bridge lifting schedule during 
the work period has also been agreed with 
the Harbour Master. 

Before Easter there will be lifts as nor¬ 
mal at 8am and 6pm plus a single-leaf lift 
at midday if there is demand and 24 hours’ 
notice is given. The same will apply after 
Easter, but with an additional lift at 8pm. 

County highways management head 
Mike Winter said: “This kind of work is 
highly weather-dependent. 

“It’s too risky to do it any earlier in the 
year and has been timed to avoid the busy 
Christmas and summer periods. 

“Night working was considered but it 
would cause too much noise and distur¬ 
bance to local residents. However, the 
contractors will work at weekends.”

A MEETING of Big 4 Littlemoor com¬ 
munity group debated everything from 
trips for young people to planting flower 
bulbs, questionnaires, making a film about 
Littlemoor and Easter egg hunts.

“There is still a lot of organisation to be 
done and we do need more community 
input, so anyone who would like to come 
along and attend one of our meetings will 
be very welcome.”

Ernest & Mabel goes for a refit 


WEYMOUTH’S RNLI Severn class all- 
weather lifeboat 17-32 Ernest & Mabel 
has gone to Poole for a refit. 

The hull will be scrubbed and anti¬ 
fouled, while work is carried out on the 
engines and minor repairs. 

The refit is part of the annual mainte¬ 
nance programme for all lifeboats. 

In attempts to improve fuel consumption 
and manoeuvrability Ernest 
& Mabel has over recent 
years been used to trial dif¬ 
ferent configurations of pro¬ 
pellers varying from four 
and five bladed bronze to 
five bladed carbon fibre. She 
is currently fitted with five 
bladed bronze propellers. 

The lifeboat has been fit¬ 
ted with a fixed camera for a 
number of years now which 
was originally installed for 


use with the BBC programme Seaside 
Rescue. 

It has proved to be useful for making 
videos of dramatic rescues for use by 
news programmes and for training pur¬ 
poses. 

Ernest & Mabel will be away for a few 
weeks and has been replaced by a relief 
Severn class lifeboat.

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Worries over future of 
electronics company 

UP to 200 workers are facing an uncertain future 
after "downsizing" proposals were made at an elec¬ 
tronic component manufacturer in Weymouth. 

Staff at Kemet on the Granby Industrial Estate were 
given the shock news at a mass meeting. 

Kemet, which produces high performance capac¬ 
itors and which has its global headquarters in the 
United States at Greenville, South Carolina, denied 
that anything definite had been decided on yet. 

A spokesman said "A proposal was made to down¬ 
size the Weymouth operation but it is only at the 
proposal stage and we do not wish to comment fur¬ 
ther." 

But workers did comment to the View a nd claimed 
that the proposal made to them involved Kemet 
gradually shifting production to Portugal although 
some staff would remain at the Weymouth site. 

One worker said: "It was a bit of a bombshell. We 
certainly weren't expecting it. 

"We were told that nothing would happen imme¬ 
diately, but I don't know what I am going to do now." 

Help for landlords 

LANDLORDS are being offered help and advice to 
deal with anti-social behaviour in rental properties 
with a focus on houses in multiple occupancy. 

A small number of problems have led to an in¬ 
crease in community tension and a reduction in the 
quality of life for some residents in Weymouth and 
Portland, says the council. 

This free event will help define the legal and local 
responsibilities of landlords of multiple occupancy 
properties and provide a forum where landlords can 
come for help and support. 

There will be presentations from the police, fire 
service and borough council and an opportunity for 
landlords to ask questions and network with other 
landlords in the area.

WEYMOUTH has just had one of the driest Febru- 
arys for 30 years with barely a quarter of the usual 
rainfall. 


Town weatherman Bob Poots said there were only 
eight days with measurable rainfall which pro¬ 
duced a total of 15.3mm, well down on average 
figures for the month of 57.9mm. More than half 
the rain for the month fell in one day, 8.5mm on 
February 4 th . 

It brought rainfall for the year so far to 57.5mm 
which is 76.3mm below the 30-year average. 
Sunshine was also down with seven days record¬ 
ing none at all for a monthly total of nearly 78 
hours, nearly 12 hours below the monthly average. 
Sunshine for the year so far is 156 hours which is 
just 42 minutes below average. 

Minimum air temperatures remained low, falling 
below freezing on 10 days during the first 12 days 
of the month and again on the 20 th . 

Ground frost was measured on the first 12 days 
also on the 14 th , 19 th , 20 th and 26 th , the lowest with 
a temperature of minus 8.4 degrees on Sunday 
February 12th. Winds during February were ex¬ 
tremely light, rarely reaching double figures, with 
the greatest gust of just 32 MPH recorded on 
Wednesday 22 nd . 

Temperatures were all below the monthly average 
with the average maximum down 0.4 Centigrade 
at 8.1 C, the average minimum was down 0.7C at 
2.7C, the average mean temperature was down 
0.5C at 5.4C and the average sea temperature was 
down 0.3C at 6.7C.

(RTI) system will go ahead as planned. RTI is designed 
to improve the operation of Pay As You Earn (PAYE): 
For a small number of employers this means the new 
system will commence from April 2012, with a full 
migration to RTI bv all employers before October

As part of the migration employers will have to go 
through a process called 'Payroll Alignment'. This is a 
process to make sure that the data held by the 
employer and the data held by HMRC is in agreement.

Y OU could say Luke Baxter 
was a driven man - driven 
to explore wolves and their 
way of life - at the expense of his 
family. He did not consider the 
impact of leaving his wife and 
two small children behind when 
he walked into the wilderness to 
see if he could become part of a 
pack. He did not foresee his mar¬ 
riage dissolving when he returned, two years later 
- initially unable to pick up again the ways of nor¬ 
mal human existence. And he could not have 
known that his tireless translations of wolf think¬ 
ing would cause such a problem through his last 
days on earth. 

After the fallout of the divorce, Edward, Luke and 
Georgie's son, left home abruptly and disappeared 
- eventually letting Georgie alone know he was 
safe in Thailand. His sister, Cara, felt utterly aban¬ 
doned, and when her mother 
started a second family, she felt 
further alienated, and left them 
to live again with her father near 
his wolf reserve. She was with 
him in the car when they 
crashed, late one night. She suf¬ 
fered a broken shoulder, but 
Luke's brain stem was damaged, 
and the doctor's gave him no 
hope of recovery. 

Georgie called Edward, now in 
mid-twenties, home, and as next 
of kin, he assumed responsibility 
for decision making. Cara, at 17 
and still a minor, was panicked at

the thought of losing her father 
and distressed that her brother 
could suddenly arrive and having 
ignored them all for years, start 
being head of the family. 

When Edward discovers Luke's 
desire to be an organ donor, and 
acting on the doctor's opinion 
that his father was brain dead, he 
makes the decision to terminate 
Luke's life. In wolf society he knows Luke would be 
allowed to die. He also knows his organs will allow 
others to live. Cara, burdened with hidden guilt, 
immediately finds a lawyer and takes Edward to 
court for attempted murder. 

Family secrets, tensions, life and death - and the 
very natural philosophy of wolves - work their way 
through Jodi Picoult's new tense and emotional 
novel. The dreadful decision of whether or not to 
terminate a life is at the heart of the story, and the 
very real and ordinary people 
who have to make that decision 
will find a resonance in us all.

Its educational website has also re¬ 
ceived nearly 1,500 hits and was an 
important educational tool for the so¬ 
ciety.

20 minute health checks 


WEST DORSET | RESI¬ 
DENTS between the ages 
of 40-74 are being invited 
to give up 20 minutes of 
their time to help min¬ 
imise their risk of future 
health issues. 

NHS Dorset, South 
Western Ambulance Serv¬ 
ice NHS Foundation Trust 
and Dorset Cancer Net¬ 
work are holding a series 
of free health check 
events across the county 
including Bucky-Doo 
Square in Bridport on 
March 13th and New 
Bond Street in Weymouth 
on March 29th. 

Resources and informa¬ 
tion on leading a healthy 
lifestyle will be available 
for people outside the 40- 
74 age range. 

Each health check takes 
about 20 minutes with in¬ 
dividuals being asked 
some simple questions 
about their health and 
lifestyle along with hav¬ 
ing their height, weight 
and blood pressure meas¬ 
ured. A simple blood test 
will also be available to 
check their cholesterol 
level. 

In most cases results are 
available at the same ap¬ 
pointment. 

The team carrying out 


the checks are highly 
trained clinicians and if 
appropriate, are able to 
signpost people to local 
support or healthcare. 

NHS Dorset cardiovas¬ 
cular disease prevention 
lead Sarah Morton said: 
“By giving up 20 minutes 
now people could avoid 
having to spend time at 
their GP surgery, clinic or 
hospital in the future. The 
checks are quick and sim¬ 
ple so we would urge 
people not to be scared, 


just come along, meet the 
team and get yourself 
checked out.” 

Martyn Callow, a clini¬ 
cian from the South West¬ 
ern Ambulance Service is 
part of the team deliver¬ 
ing these checks and said 
“Everybody is at risk of 
developing heart disease, 
stroke, diabetes or kidney 
disease. 

“The good news is that 
these conditions can often 
be prevented even if you 
have a family history. 

“By having your free 


health check you will be 
better prepared for the fu¬ 
ture and be able to take 
steps to maintain or im¬ 
prove your health and in¬ 
deed your life style.”

Fly tipping but 
no court cases 

MORE than 560 inci¬ 
dents of fly tipping have 
been reported in West 
Dorset - yet not one re¬ 
sulted in a prosecution.

DORSET | YOUNG people across Dorset are being 
offered the chance to do something different over 
their summer holidays this year. 

Students in year 11 at school are being given a 
chance to learn some new skills, meet new people 
and make a difference to local communities 
thanks to the National Citizen Service (NCS). 

Each young person who signs up for NCS with 
Dorset Youth Association (DYA) will take part in a 
fun but challenging first week residential at PGL, 
Barton Hall in Devon. The following week, on a 
local residential, they will be asked to open their 
minds and using teamwork, communication and 
leadership skills, plan a social action project to 
support local communities. 

The next three weeks will see the young people 
carrying out their social action program alongside 
staff from DYA and support partners. 

Project Manager at DYA, Tony Armstrong said: 
"National Citizen Service programme is more than 
just volunteering, there's much more to it than 
that. It is helping to change the perceptions of 
young people today. Young people want to be 
seen as active participants in the community. 
More than that though they are helping them¬ 
selves, building their own confidence and devel¬

DORSET | A SMOKE alarm without batteries is “a use¬ 
less piece of plastic” - that is the message from the man¬ 
ager of the Community Safety Task Teams based at 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Service HQ, Poundbury fire sta¬ 
tion. 

Manager Karen Adams leads a team of firefighters and 
officers who are taking DFRS’s safety message out into 
the community, with a particular focus on educating vul¬ 
nerable and hard to reach groups. 

Karen Adams said: “When someone dies in a fire it is 
always upsetting. At Dorset Fire and Rescue Service, our 
aim is to reduce all preventable fire deaths to zero. We 
want to see every home in Dorset with a smoke alarm and 
that means testing your smoke alarms every week. 

“With the clock change fast approaching, when you go 
around your home changing the time on all your clocks, 
take the time to test your smoke alarms too.” 

She added: “We provide a free home safety check serv¬ 
ice to those in our at risk groups. 


“Firefighters and DFRS staff are able to visit residents 
in their homes and fit or replace smoke alarms, advise on 
the use of candles, unattended cooking, electric blankets, 
overloading sockets, chimneys, low energy light bulbs 
and much more. This is all free of charge with the aim of 
encouraging people to think about fire safety in the 
home.” 

Advice from DFRS staff includes considering your 
night-time routine - close doors, keep an escape route 


clear, and check you know where the door key is so you 
can let yourself out. 

“Smoke alarms should be tested once a week to make 
sure they are still working and in good condition. A 
smoke alarm without a battery is useless piece of plastic,” 
said Karen.

Why do we celebrate Mother's Day? 

V MOTHER’S Day can be traced back to the spring If SIMNEL cake was said to test the girl’s skills as a 
celebrations of ancient Greece in honour of Rhea, cook. If it remained moist and maintained its taste 
the Mother of the Gods. until Easter Sunday, she was seen as a good cook. 


V IN England during the 17th Century "Mothering 
Sunday" was celebrated on the 4th Sunday of Lent. 

V MOTHERING Sunday was a time put aside for re¬ 
laxation and enjoyment during the long Lenten fast. 
Historically, Mother's Day was an opportunity for 
young servant girls who worked away from home 
to visit their mothers and they would bake a simnel 
cake to present as a gift. 

If DURING the time when children as 
young as ten left home to take up work or 
apprenticeships elsewhere, this was often 
the only day in the whole year when fami¬ 
lies would be reunited. Mother's Day be¬ 
came a public holiday in the 17th century. 

If SOME people say that centuries ago peo¬ 
ple would return to their home or"mother" 
church once a year during the period of 
Lent, and this is where Mother's Day came 
from. 

V IN NORTHERN England and in Scotland, 
the preferred refreshments were carlings - 
pancakes made of steeped pease fried in 
butter, with pepper and salt. In fact, in some 
locations this day was called Carling Sun¬ 
day. 


V APPARENTLY Mother's Day is the biggest event in 
the UK's cut flower industry. During this period the 
UK's sales of flowers increases by an average of 40%, 
making it a very busy period for florists.

CONDITIONS underfoot were little short of ideal for open 
rugby at the Brewery Field, although a stiffish breeze was 
blowing from the sea, and the visitors were asked to play 
with it at their backs initially.

Biddlecombe: Support the Terras - it's your club! 


WEYMOUTH Football Club's new owner Nigel 
Biddlecombe (pictured right with his grandson) 
has urged the people of Weymouth to get be¬ 
hind the club and give it their support by attend¬ 
ing the Fans Forum this Friday and attending 
Saturday's match at the Bob Lucas Stadium. 

The new owner completed the deal last 
Wednesday by purchasing the majority share¬ 
holding from George Rolls and has declared that, 
once having paid the members of the consor¬ 
tium the shares they are owed, his net sharehold¬ 
ing will be transferred into a Weymouth FC 
CommunityTrust on April 9th. 

Despite a number of issues that have to be re¬ 
solved following the acquisition, Biddlecombe, 
a lifelong fan, is anxious that the fans get in¬ 
volved immediately by supporting the club. 

"We really would love as many people as pos¬ 
sible to come and bounce some ideas around at 
the Fans Forum at the Bob Lucas Stadium this 
Friday night starting at 7pm, and we really, really 
would love a bumper crowd there on Saturday 
for the Hemel Hempstead game, because every 
extra penny that comes through the gate is 
going to Weymouth Football Club. 

"I know it's been said many times before but 
we do need to get some money in the bank to 


survive. After another home game on Tuesday 
we have three away games on the bounce which 
have to be paid for. 

"Many people have said they have stayed away 
because of George, or some other gripe, but now 
let's get behind the club. It's a community club 
again." 

In the meantime a new board of directors has 
been formed with the intention of the trust con¬ 
trolled completely by the fans being formed to 
take possession of the shareholding on behalf of 
Weymouth FC. 

The club has been in turmoil over the last 21/2 
years since Rolls took charge in November 2009 
with a series of events that has seen the loyal 
fans frustrated as they looked for stability. It now 
looks like they will get that following Biddle- 
combe's takeover. 

The spectre of Rolls and his wife Amanda still 
haunt many of the fans though, and Biddle¬ 
combe was quick to confirm that they are no 
longer part of the club. 

"George Rolls has no relationship with Wey¬ 
mouth Football Club whatsoever as of February 
29th when the paper work was signed. 

"Weymouth Football Club is now owned by 
me until such time as I put into trust.

Once shares have gone out to other people 
who have put money in, the net of my shares 
that I took from George and Amanda Rolls will 
be transferred into a Weymouth FC Community 
Trust on Monday April 9th. The deal is signed, 
sealed and 100 per cent settled." 

Contrary to press reports, Mark Coleman owns 
no shares in the club at this time. 

The new owner said: "The situation is that I 
have agreed to sign some shares over to Mark in 
return for what he has done for the club, and in 
order to ensure that he can stay as vice-chairman 
of the board - at this stage, that has not been 
done. 

"It's on the agenda but there is so much else to 
do at the moment." 

Asked the situation regarding the outstanding 
new contracts that were offered to manager 
Brendon King and his assistant Matt Groves, Bid¬ 
dlecombe said: "I have a problem with these con¬ 
tracts that have been issued to these guys 
without the board of Weymouth Football Club 


having been told; George Rolls didn't discuss 
them with me or anyone on the board. 

"However, I don't have a problem that they are 
there per se, and I will sit down with Brendon 
and Matt in due course. We have got a match on 
Saturday that should we get three points, will vir¬ 
tually ensure that we are safe from relegation 
and allow us to concentrate on what we want to 
do which is get something on the pitch. 

"We want to put all the shenanigans the upsets 
and confusion off the pitch behind us. I've got 
every faith in Brendon and Matt. I have spoken 
to both of them and they are both perfectly con¬ 
tent." 

Biddlecombe (55) has been a lifelong sup¬ 
porter of the Terras, his father taking him to 
watch them play Coventry City in the FA Cup at 
the age of two. 

He was raised in Weymouth and attended both 
Wyke Regis Junior and Weymouth Grammar 
School and lived in the town until 1981 when he 
moved to the Midlands. 

Biddicombe helped and worked in the club 
since the early 1970s and although he now lives 
and works in London he dedicates a large part 
of his time to the club for whom he is the club's 
historian. 



"Everyone that knows me knows that there is 
probably no one still alive that has seen and 
been more committed to the club than me. 

"At the end of the day I own Weymouth Foot¬ 
ball Club today, but on April 9th the community 
will own it. 

"I bought it with the support of some fantastic 
supporters with one view and one view only 
which is to give it to the community of Wey¬ 
mouth."
